Great 
Britwsin, which io the calendar 
year 1915 lagached 75,0C0 grosa 
tona for foreign ownera of the 
Allied aod neatral nations, The 
shipysrda of the neutral netione 
which are of quite limited capacity. 
sre fully occupied in building 
merchant ships for their own 
owners. - Compérative prices, 
therefore, aro not the determining 
factor, and for. some montha 
those who desired ships to be 
delivered within two yekra have 
tarned to American yards, The 
basiness connections aboard thas 
eatablished should bea valusble 
asset, especially. if the ships 
bailding, by their excsilenoe in 
constraction snd economy in 
operation, ehall oommend them- 
selves fo foreign owners. What ie 
even more importent to the fatare 
of Amsriosn steel abipbuilding is 
the fact that we sre training un- 
der conditions of pressure large 
bodies of skilled mechanics in 
the many branches of the indus- 
try. When the number cf men 
killed or maimed in war is con- 
eidered, itia certain that the foros 
of skilled shipbailders in the 
United States will be moch 
larger than anywhere in Continen- 
tal Europe, and mey’ almost or 
quite equal the corresponding 
force in the United Kiogdom, 
which at present includes a 
percentage of women. The 
belligerent maritime Powers for 
some yeara before the war were 
building great navies, and daring 
the past two years navel construc 
tion and repsir work abroad hed 
been pushed ats rate never before 
known. The navies, at least of 
the Allied Powers, are doubtless 
larger at the present time than 
ever before. If the war shall 
end fo. as to seedre for 
years {9 come, naval con- 
atruction abroad presumably will 
be greatly diminished for some 
time, while in the United States 
two years hence it will bo at its 
meximum. The com petition which 
must ensue between American 
yarde and foreign yards, bending 
all their energies to merchant 
shipbuilding, would be impossible 
for a3 without the increasing 
numbers of men now in training 
for the work.
